prevails, wages areslow. Russia has 
the highest protective tariff of any 
nation on carth, and its working 
people aro ‘paid oxtremely low 
wages, Tho Russian laborer works 
from fourteen to sixteen hours a 
day and is paid from fourteen to 
thirty cents. 

In 1880 the proportion of wages 
to tho finished ‘product was rovon- 
teen por cent, ‘Sho wagos on one 
hundred dollars worth of goods was 
seventeen dollars, ‘Tho average 
tariff tax was then, na it is now, 
forty-seven per cent, upon imported 
articles—forty-seven dollara on one 
hundred dollars worth of {mports. 
With these facts before them, how 
can protectionists honestly repeat 
the assertion that the high tariff is 
for the protection of American 
workmen, and that it ia so much 
added to their wages?

When mills are idle and men are 
unemployed the protectionists say 
that there is “over-production.” 
“Overproduction!” ‘Phat means 
that there is no market for manu. 
factured goods, Why isthis? Cloar- 
ly because the tariff, designed to 
givo the Amorican manufacturer the 
control of the home market’ by: pros 
tecting his business from competi« 
tion with foreign manufactorics, 
necessarily shuts him out from all 
other markots, Ior this reason: If 
moro goods aro produced hero than 
can be sold for home consumption, 
there is, of course, “over-produc- 
tion.” But if the tariff were ree 
moved and materials for manufac- 
turing were admitted freo of duties, 
then American manufacturers could 
send their goods to Torsi markets 
and sell all they could produce. 
Then there would bo no “over-pros 
duction,” Now America can not 
compete successfully in thosa for- 
eign markota. ‘he result is a limite 
ed market and of course limited 
production, Limited production 
means limited employment, limited 
demand for labor, and that means 
limited wages.

PROFITS AND WAGES, 

Protectionists say that tho tariff 
by increasing the profits of capital 
raises the price of labor, The as- 
sumption is that wages aro dotor- 
mined by the profits of employers, 
an absurd assumption which ought 
not to impose upon any intelligent 
man, Large profits mean high wages 
only when labor is scarce, or when 
labor organizations aro strong 
enough to compel employors to give 
their employes fair wages, In the 
absence of such organizations, or 
when their influence is neutralized 
by combinations of employers, or 
when thero is a surplus of labor, the 
profits may bo very large and the 
wages very low. 

n illustration may bo drawn from 
free-tzade England, Tho fact was 
recently brounlit to light that Bryant 
& May’s London match factory pay 
girls only from $1.20 to 82.50 per 
week, and the average stoppage, un- 
der a fine system ingeniously ar- 
rangel so as to be equivalont to a 


reduction of wares, amounts to|80ld for foreign consumption only 
about fifteen per ean OF course, 160,000,000 worth of American 
Blaine and those who repeat his manufactured goods, England sold 


in the same year to foreign consume 
ers *1,000,000,000 worth of goods. 
And it may be added that owing tu 
the high prices hera the consump- 
tion of goods in this country is /eas 
than in the British islands where 
tho population is amaller than that 
of tho United States, We could 
find a ready market for our goods in 
Canada, in South America, in Mexi- 
co, in almost every part of tho world, 
but for a system that was establish. 
ed awl sustained in the interests of 
a class that are amasaing woalth rap- 
idly and acquiring the intluenco 
which wealth gives, by a heavy tax 
upon industry, ‘lho — protective 
tariff is retarding industrial enter- 
priso and development and de- 
priving the American peoplo of the 
full results of the natural resources 
and advantages which this countr 
voxsesses. ‘Ihe interests of the mil- 
ions who work for wages, the inter- 
ests of the peaple, demand that the 
shackles which protection has im- 
sosed be struck kom the hands of 
onest industry and that tho masses 
be no longer robbed for the benefit 
of the fow,

result of low prices, that low prices 
are the result of allowing matches 
to bo brought into England from 
Sweden and other countries free of 
duty.

On the theory that largu’ profits ine 
sure high wages tho girls employed 
in Bryant & May’s factory ought to 
be well paid for their sork, when in 
fact they aro no better paid than are 
girly employed in some Chicago 
shops, where the lowest possible 
wages are paid in order that the 
largest possible profits may ba ro- 
alized, 

Protected employers pay no high. 
er wages than they have to pay. 
Wages aro lower in the industries 
that aro protected by the tariff than 
in those exempt from, it, Itis in 
the former industries generally, that 
strikes, lock-oute and Jabor troubles 
occur.

Most artisans 
worked for themaelves at their own 
trades and a man's woges would support 
hia family, Everybody wae employed, 
The “genus tramp’ was unknown, 
Strikes were unbeard of. Thirteen 
yearsatter, 1u 1874, our country swarmed 
with three million tramps. Men who be- 
fore had been honest, industrious citi- 
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zens tramwpiog one country up aud down 
begging fur work and bread. Whathad 
occurred to so suddenly transform these 
men from industrious laLores to “lazy, 
lousy, vegabunds that would not work if
